the tax on tobacco, Senator Bayard said 
that 10,000,000 people m this uOuuir/ use 
that article, and that it oan be produced in 
almost every comity in the country. 
Tho 


truth of the last half of this statement wo 
will not pretend to doubt, bat wo believe 
the senator has under-estimated the number 
ol consumers by at least 2,000,000 to 3,000,- 
000. In tho United States the amount of 
tobacoo produced in 1877 was—untnxod to- 
bacco, in the loaf, 136,000,000 pounds ; in 
cigars, 20,000,000 pound; in cigarettes, 
600,000 pounds ; untaied tobnooo, say 40,- 
000,000 pounds—making a total of no less 
than 196,500,000 pounds. 
But 
of this 


gross amount there were 11,600,000 pounda 
of manufactured tobacco exported, which 
leaves ft balance of 184,000,000 pounds for 
consumption. 
Estimating our population 


at 45,000,000, we find that for eaoh head 
the average consumption is four pounds por 
annum. Assuming tbat threo-fifths,nt least, 
of our population are women cud children, 
wo have but 18,000,000 adults, of whom not 
more than 6,000,000 do not use tobacco in 
any form. This leaves us 13,000,000 per- 
sons who ^consume yearly 15$ pounds, or 
very nearly five ounces a week apiece. 
It 


is very difficult to secure data showing tho 
aullini Cjunmiij' Ot aiuukiug iuutjooo brought 
to taxation eaoh year, for the simple reason 
that no such record is kept by tbe commis- 
sioner of Internal revenue, nnd tho data do- 
rived from the total quantity of tobaooo 
brought to taxation are defective, as grow- 
ers of loaf can use it free of tax. Mem- 
bers of Congress, in their speeches at 
Washington, 
have 
variously 
estimated 


the quantity 
of 
leaf 
used 
by pro- 


ducers and others without being tax-paid. 
The highest estimate was 60,000,000 pounds, 
but the JRevenue Department doema this 
largely in excess of the quantity so used. 
It is Interesting to note that the average 
consumption of tobaooo for eaoh bead of 
tho population in Germany _in 1877 did not 
fail shore of six pounds. 
In England tho 


annual average for each person is nearly a 
pound and a half. In France nearly every- 
body smokes, and in Holland more money 
Is said to be spent on tobacoo than on 
bread. Indeed, it may be accepted as n 
faot that tobacoo is more generally used 
than any other single article of commerce 
consumed by man,

Is used by 60,000,000 human beings, coffee 
by 
160,000,000, hashish by 300,000,000, 


opium In one form or another by -100,000,- 
000 Chinese, tea by 600,000,000 and tobaooo
